A Chinaman Shot—Probably 
by a Patrolman.

A member of Lawson’s Patrol Agency, 
Jam es Kershaw by nam e, was put upon 
the police books last night with the 
charge of an assault with a deadly weapon 
written against his nam e, which may be 
changed to a more serious charge if the 
wounded man does not recover. The 
case is one of special importance in the 
lesson which it should convey to officers 
and watchmen who are too quick with 
the revolvers which they carry. 
Henry 
Day, a book-keeper, went into a Chinese 
crib which is situated back of the Plaza 
engine house last evening about 9 o’clock. 
He was slightly intoxicated, but had ap­ 
parently no intention of making a dis­ 
turbance. 
W hen he came out he found 
that he had left some valuable articles in 
the place and undertook to recover them 
Kershaw, who was patrolling on that 
heat, warned him there would be trouble, 
but he insisted on making his way 
back. 
He was thrown out and re­ 
turned a second time to sm ash the 
lam p which hung in the hall. The 
burning oil streamed down to the floor, 
and for a few moments it looked at 
though the building would take fire 
Kershaw, seeing w hat had taken place, 
ran up with the intention of arresting 
Day. 
He called to him to stop, but the 
latter, fearing the vengeance of the 
Chinamen, who were swarming about 
like bees, and as he claims, not hearing 
the w atchman’s voice, started to run 
down Los Angeles street. 
Kershaw par- 
sued him , firing as he ran. 
He claims 
that he only fired two shots, yet his re­ 
volver contained five em pty shells when 
he came to the station, and the by­ 
standers testify to having heard four or 
five shots. The more reports Day heard 
the faster he ran, and at last succeeded 
in getting out of the crowd and hid be­ 
hind a pile of bricks. 
Here Kershaw 
found him , and brought him to the sta­ 
tion to be booked on a charge cf mali 
cious mischief. 
In the meantime the 
Chinamen had gathered around one of 
their num ber, a m erchant and am an of 
Bome prominence among them , who lay 
;roauing upon the ground, declaring that 
íe was shot. 
H e was placed upon a 
stretcher and carried to the station in the 
>atrol wagon. It was found that a bullet 
rom Kershaw’s pistol had entered his 
leg at the hip, inflicting a wound which 
may prove fatal. Kershaw had left the 
station, but one of the officers went in 
search of him and soon placed him under 
arrest. 
It is but fair to Kershaw to say that he 
claims some one else beside himself shot 
into the crowd, and that he only dis­ 
charged his pistol twice. 
As the law, 
however, does not allow an officer to 
shoot at an escaping prisoner unless he 
be charged with a felony, the patrolman 
will find it hard to give any excuse for 
the shots which he adm its he fired. 
No 
witness of the affair could be found, 
however, who knew of any one else than 
Kershaw doing any of the shooting, and 
the entire responsibility of the affair 
seems to rest with him.

Yesterday was a busy day at the new 
postoffice. There was a steady applica­ 
tion from the tim e the windows opened 
nntil they closed for an exchange of keys 
to the boxes, and besides the clerks and 
employees had to arrange the m atter and 
aparatus in the various rooms so as to be 
ready for business this morning. A large 
amount of mail had collected during the 
time occupied in moving, for there were 
mails to go out as well as mails that came 
in, but everything had been arranged 
tor a speedy dispatch of all business to­ 
day. 
The whole front of the building is 
open, and facing the park across the way 
is the long facade of the delivery room 
of polished redwood, surmounted by 
glass. 
Along the front are ranged the 
eight delivery windows, five for gentle­ 
men and three for ladies. Along the 
north side are seen the three carriers’ 
and the package window, and beyond 
them are the long row of boxes, finished 
with gilded fronts. There are in all 
about 3,000 boxes, as against 1,900 in the 
old postoffice.

W hen the letters are dropped 
nto the boxes they are collected and 
stamped, after which they are sorted 
into little pigeon-holes according to their 
destination. 
After having been tied into 
bundles and labeled,they are dropped into 
twenty-one different pouches. The news­ 
papers are similarly distributed among 
150 different mail sacks. 
W hen m ail ar­ 
rives it is put on a flai-car and trundled 
along the tram w ay to the distributing 
department. 
H ere it is sorted ont into 
boxes for each carrier on each section of 
the distributing windows. The carriers 
have desks of their own, where they sort 
their mail. 
At the sides are large and 
convenient rooms for the money order 
and registered letter departm ents. There 
is also Superintendent Bowen’s rooms, 
where, through a big door, the news­ 
papers come in bulk to be mailed, and 
are weighed on a platform scale by the 
pound. In front, behind the delivery 
windows, is a large open space, which 
will be easily utiíixed by the fifty clerks 
and thirty-four carriers who are now em ­ 
ployed.

L ob Angeles and Her Excur­ 
sion Bnsiness. 


P L E N T Y O F C O M P E T IT IO N . 


The Southern Pacific’s Semi-Annual 
R eport—A Delayed 
Train. 


The excursion business in and out of 
this city is becoming so important that 
the overland systems are all anxious to 
participate in it. 
In addition to the 
offices of the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fe, the lines running in here 
agencies have been established by the 
Union Pacific, the Burlington system, 
the Chicago and llock Island, the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, the Vanderbilt lines and 
the Pennsylvania system. And in addi­ 
tion to these it is said that the Chicago 
and Alton is making arrangements to 
open an office in this city. 
Up to a few 
months ago the representatives of the 
various 
roads did nothing but at­ 
tend to getting 
business from this 
city over their roads, leaving the excur­ 
sion traffic to the Phillips, Walters, Sun­ 
set, Cotteral and other such agencies al­ 
ready established here. The custom of 
these excursion agencies was to get up a 
party for all eastern points and then for 
an extra charge of $5 over the second 
class fare, tourist cars were provided, 
equipped with mattresses, blankets, pil­ 
lows, etc., and carrying a colored porter 
to attend to the wants of the travelers. 
The first departure from this order of 
things was made by the Burlington road. 
That line inaugurated excursions running 
every second week, in which all the pri­ 
vileges alluded to were given without the 
¿5 fee. A protest was made regarding this 
to the Transcontinental Association during 
its recent convention at San Francisco, 
but it was decided that the company had 
a perfect right to run such parties if it 
chose. In the meantime the enormous 
success achieved by this new venture in­ 
duced the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific to embark in a similar way, and 
since that time it has been looked upon 
as an established thing. The Union Pa­ 
cific made a step in the same direction 
abont two weeks ago, when it announced 
that a daily tourist- sleeping car service 
was at once to go in operation over their 
line, an extra charge for all the privil­ 
eges conceded being but $2.50. During 
the past 
week, however, they 
is­ 
sued a statement that brings them 
in 
the 
field 
of 
open operation 
with the other excursion offices. On and 
after Wednesday, October 10th, and 
every Wednesday afterwards, they will 
run free excursion parties to all points 
east, giving all the accessories of sleeping 
arrangements, mattresses, blankets, etc., 
that the others afford. The fare to Mis­ 
souri river points is $35, to St. Louis 
942.50, to St. Paul $45, to Chicago $47.50, 
with correspondingly low rates to other 
Eastern points. The daily service will 
be run as usual. 


THE TEREDO. 


W k a t P r o f. m a n ly S a y s A b o u t th e 
P lle -d e a tr o y e r . 
Regarding the treatment of the piles 
lor the Southern Pacific mammoth wharf 
at San Pedro the following statement 
made by Mr. Henry Manly, an authority 
on worms, is interesting : 
“ The teredo is the terror of southern 
waters. It grows from eggs, and as it 
hatches enters the wood, leaving a 
minute hole too small to be seen by the 
naked eye. Inside the wood the worm 
Sows, eating its way 
through 
and 
rough the pile, without a sign on the 
ontside of what is going on within. It 
grows to be two and three feet long, and 
larger round than a pencil. In fact itr 
a regular snake. It abounds all over 
the world where the water is warm 
enough. It attacks all kinds of woods 
except the palmetto. The only protec­ 
tion is to soak the pile in creosote, tilling 
the wood with ten or twenty pounds of 
the oil of creosote to the cubic foot. This 
costs as much nearly as the pile itself. 
Without this protection a pile will be 
entirely eaten away in six months some­ 
times, and 8eldoms lasts more than two 
years. One protection the South has 
adopted, with only partial success, is 
the placing of a cast-iron covering entire­ 
ly around each bunch of piles.” 
A good idea of the attacks of the teredo 
may be obtained by looking at the piles 
supporting the Santa Monica pier, many 
of which are eaten away and are as small 
as pipe Btems. 


O cean T r a v e l. 
The trains to ocean points were not so 
crowded yesterday as usual, owing to the 
fact of the 
growing coolness of the 
weather. The discontinuance of the 8 
a . m. train to Santa Monica was a good 
idea, as for the last two Sundays it was 
not very well patronized.

Yesterdav was celebrated at the Cathe­ 
dral St. Vibiana by special services of a 
similar character to those observed at 
the other places of Roman Catholic wor­ 
ship. The Rt. Rev. Francis Mora, Bishop 
of California, assisted by the Very Rev.

No person shall deposit in any cem­ 
etery, cremate or inter in said city any 
hum an body without first having ob­ 
tained and filed at the H ealth Office a 
certificate signed by a licensed physician 
or Coroner, setting forth as near as pos­ 
sible the nam e, age, sex, color, place of 
birth, occupation, date, locality and 
cause of death of the deceased, and ob­ 
tained from the Health Officer a burial 
permit. Physicians, when deaths occur 
in their practice, must give the certificate 
herein mentioned, unless the physician 
believeB such death to be a proper case 
for investigation by the Coroner, nor 
shall any hum an body be removed or 
disinterred without the permit of the 
Board of H ealth or Health Officer or by 
order of the Coroner. 
Note this does not prohibit the removal 
of any body from any residence in thie city 
for bnrial ontside the city limits. Boee- 
dale cemetery ia outside such limite, and 
it ia aaid that at* the present time the Sex-

To a gentlem an who talked with him 
upon the subject yesterday, the President 
said: “ I am compelled to say in all fairness 
that the Chinese are an undesirable peo­ 
ple.

We cannot assim ilate with the Chinese, 
and consequently do not want them . I 
have studied the Chinese question thor­ 
oughly. There is a moral as well as an 
economic side to it. I repeat th at they 
are undesirable citizens and we are better 
off without them .

Washoe Indian shot a squaw on the 
Truckee bridge this afternoon. 
He stood 
on the bluff acro98 the river and fired 
three shots from a 
W inchester rifle 
directly toward town; the squaw was 
shot through the leg, just below* the 
knee. 
The would-be homicide then 
stripped off all his clothes in full sight 
of town and fired another shot at a m ulti­ 
tude 
of 
white 
folks gathered 
or 
Front street. 
The shot passed under 
the porch of Melochi’s saloon. The Indian 
then ran down the river on the south 
side. 
Officers and citizens secured guns 
and pistols and started in pursuit. 
The 
railway officials had a freight train at 
Prosser Creek and sent a special engine, 
loaded with arm ed men, down to Win- 
9ted in order to intercept the fugitive. 
Tlie officers, however, saw the Indian 
and chased him nearly two miles from 
town to some immense cliffs of rocks 
where all trace was lost. 
The Indian 
fired three tim es at his pursurers, how 
ever, before hiding. 
Surrounding the 
cliffs 
the officers and citizens began 
search. Suddenly W illiam Gill discov­ 
ered the Indian in the act of firing at 
him. 
(¿ill quickly fired and th e Indian 
fell, shot through the abdomen, the bul­ 
let 
passing 
through his back bone. 
He 
died 
almoBt 
ins antly. 
Since 
early this morning dozens of drunken 
Indians have been reeling through the 
streets; one squaw fell into the Truckee 
river, and when rescued was found to be 
thoroughly drunk. 
All the Indians said 
a Chinam an sold them their liquor. The 
dead Indian had a can of opium in his 
pocjcet, and his friends said he got his 
opium and whisky of the Chinese. 
In 
tense excitem ent prevailed against the 
Chinamen who have occupied China­ 
town ostensibly to guard Chinese proper­ 
ty, Fearing violence a citizens’ meeting 
was called at the hall this afternoon, and 
the following resolutions unanimously 
adopted: 
Resolved, That in the interests of law 
and order and of the peace of Truckee, 
the Chinese be requested to leave Truckee 
before to-morrow morning at 7 o’clock. 
We make this request because of the in­ 
tense excitem ent prevailing in Truckee, 
because of the bloody scenes enacted in 
our m idst to-day on account of whisky 
and opium that was sold to Indians by 
Chinamen. 
A committee of citizens was appointed 
to read the resolution to the eight China­ 
men. Three huudred citizens with fife 
and drum escorted the committee to 
Chinatown. The committee gave the 
Cninamen a copy of the resolution, sign­ 
ed by each member of the committee, 
and by the justices of the peace and con­ 
stables. 
Law and order speeches were 
made at the hall after the procession re­ 
turned, and no violence is anticipated to­ 
night. 
The Chinamen say they will 
leave before morning. The coroner’s in­ 
quest exonerates W illiam 
Gill, 
and 
severely censures the policy of allowing 
C hinam en to sell whisky to Indians.

L o n d o n , September 30.—This morning 
the whole city was again startled by the 
news that two murders had been added 
to the list of mysterious crimes that have 
been committed in W hitechapel. 
At an 
early hour it was known that another 
woman had been murdered. The report 
was that there was still another victim. 
The two victims, as in the former cases, 
were dissolute women of the poorer 
class. That the motive of m urder was 
not robbery, is shown by the fact that no 
attem pt was made to despoil the bodies. 
The first m urder occurred in a narrow 
street at an early hour this morning, be­ 
neath the windows of a foreign socialist 
club. 
A concert was in 
progress 
and 
many members 
of 
the 
club 
were 
present, 
but 
no 
sound 
was heard. The same process had been 
followed as in the other cases. A club 
man on entering the court stumbled over 
a body which was lying two yards from 
the street. A stream of blood was flow­ 
ing from the body. The m urderer had 
evidently been disturbed before he had 
time to m utilate the victim. The second 
m urder was committed three-quarters of 
an hour later. Policemen patrol the 
square every ten minutes. The body of 
the unfortunate had been dieemboweled, 
throat cut and nose severed, The heart 
and lungs had been thrown aside and 
the entrails were twisted in the gaping 
wound and wound arouod the neck. The

dexterity. 
The work of dissection was evidently 
done with the utm ost haste. 
Pending 
the report af the doctors, it is not known 
w hether or not a portion of the viscera 
was taken away. The doctors, after a 
hasty examination of the body, said they 
thought it m ust have taken about five 
minutes to complete the work of the 
m urderer, who then had plenty of time 
to escape the patrol. M itre Square, the 
scene of the second murder, is a promi­ 
nent thoroughfare; m any people pass 
through the square early Sunday morn­ 
ing, on their way to prepare for m arket 
in the notorious Petticoat lane. 
The 
publicity of the place addB to the daring- 
uess of the crim e. The police, who 
have been severely criticized in connec­ 
tion with the W hitechapel murders, 
are paralyzed by these latest crimes. 
As 
soon as the news was received at police 
headquarters a messenger was dispatched 
for Sir Charles W arren, Chief Com­ 
missioner of Police. 
He was called out 
of bed and at once visited the scene of 
the murders. The inhabitants of W hite­ 
chapel are dismayed. 
The Vigilance 
Committees, which were formed after 
the first crimes were committed, had 
relaxed their efforts to capture the m ur­ 
derer. 
At several meetings held in 
Whitechapel to-night it was resolved to 
resum e the work of patrolling the streets 
in the district in which the murders have 
occurred. 
Dr. Blackwell, who was called to view 
the rem ains of the Berners-street victim, 
gave as his opinion that the same man, 
evidently a maniac, had committed both 
murders. 
The 
Berners-s!reet 
victim 
had been dragged back by a handker­ 
chief worn around the throat. The in­ 
quest will be held on Monday. The 
inquest on the Mitre-Square victim will 
probar.ly be held on Tuesday.

the two Houses of Congress are called to 
order at 12 o’clock to-morrow, the ses­ 
sion will have become the longest by 
twenty-four hours in American history. 
The longest preceding session was that of 
1850, the year of the 
Missouri com­ 
promise, which was adjourned at noon 
September 30. Constructively, the ses­ 
sion of 1868, following the im peachm ent 
proceedings against President Johnson, 
was longer, the 
adjournm ent having 
taken place November 10, but as a mat­ 
ter of fact Congress took a six weeks’ 
rest from July 27 and never afterwards 
had a quorum or attem pted to transact 
business. 
The House of Representa­ 
tives has not had a quorum for several 
weeks, but such business as could be 
done by unanimous consent has been 
done. 
As one of the regular annual ap­ 
propriation bills, the General Deficiency, 
is still before the conferees of the two 
Houses, it cannot be said that the year’s 
regular work for either House is finished. 
The Tariff bill will be reported to the 
Senate Tuesday or W ednesday, and is to 
be taken up for debate on Monday of 
next week. The unfinished business of 
the Senate is to forfeit the unearned por­ 
tion of the N orthern Pacific land grant, 
upon which Senator Berry will deliver a 
speech defending the public laud record 
of the Democrats, in answer to the speech 
of Senator Plum b last week. 
It is ex­ 
pected tbat Senator Dolph will also make 
a speech on the measure. The Library 
Award 
bill 
is 
also a special or­ 
der for to-morrow. 
Senator Chand­ 
ler, looking

The High Altitudes of South 
California. 


A 
P H Y S I C I A N ' S 
V I E W S . 


How Phthisicky People Are Affected 
in Onr Mountain Regions and 
Dry Atmosphere. 


BY WALTKR LtNDLEY, M D. 
August 26, 1888, in company with a 
friend, 1 left Los Angeles for the San 
Jacinto mountains. A four hours’ ride 
on the Santa Fe road took us to the town 
of 8an Jacinto where we were met by 
patient of mine whom I had considered 
to be at death’s door from phthisis. He 
was a poetollice clerk in Kansas City and 
came to me nearly four years ago with 
daily rise of temperature to 103, night 
sweats, hard cougb, purulent expectora­ 
tion, marked emaciation, dullness in left 
apex, rale8 quite general over both lungp. 
He remained quite close to the Coast for 
a year, but lost ground, and suddenly 
determined to go to San Jacinto, where 
he “took up” a piece of government 
land. There was a steady improvement 
almost 
from 
the 
first. 
He 
has 
this season worked in the hay-field. 
While he is by no means a well man, yet 
the change for the better has been won­ 
derful. San Jacinto has an altitude of 
about 1,400 feet. It is too warm for com­ 
fort in in the summer, yet numerous con­ 
sumptives claim they gain most during 
the hot season. 
Here we hired two 
horses and a buggy for $3.50 per day, and 
drove ten miles to the east, to what is 
called “the foot of the grade,” where we 
stayed over night. The accommodations 
would have been real good, but for the 
fact that the beds were all engaged. The 
consequence was, we bad to sleep on a 
straw pile in the barn, but the food was 
good, and, like the straw, was clean. 
At 5 o’clock a . m. the next day we 
started up the grade. The rise is said to 
be about thirty-three feet in a hundred. 
A six-mule team has all it can do to haul 
800 pounds up this steep road. The 
prade is two and a half miles long, and 
it usually takes at least three hours for a 
mule team to reach the top. It seemed 
to be the business of every person we 
met to try to frighten us, and we came 
near not attempting to drive up, but 
finally did try, and our little team pulled 
us up in just an hour. We gave them a 
rest every twenty yards. Once in a 
while, when we dared to take our eyes 
from our horses, we would glance back 
at the magnificent landscape below us. 
Whe we arrived at the top of the 
grade we found ourselves at an altitude 
of 5,200 feet, and in the edge of a beauti­ 
ful forest cf towering pine and fir. For 
four and a half miles we drove over a 
charming road aligned by the refreshing 
green 
trees, enswarded 
by 
grasses, 
bushes and many varieties of flowers— 
the rose and wild fuchsia predominating. 
Our horses slaked their parched throats 
and cooled their dry and heated feet in a 
musical mountain stream. The blue­ 
bird, the mocking-bird and the quail 
Were omnipresent, while the road-wafker 
with his long tail, marched along majes: 
tically before us, and the gray squirrel 
ran into his hole near the top of the tree. 
The sun rose as we drove, and we felt 
that we were indeed in the heights. The 
cool, invigorating atmosphere, brought to 
us through the pine boughs by a gentle 
breeze, fanned our foreheads and filled 
our lungs. 
A few cabins picturesquely located, in­ 
dicated that our morning drive was end­ 
ed. It was 7:30 o’clock when we Bat 
down with excellent appetites to a rural 
breakfast of oat-meal mush, bread, milk, 
ham, butter and coffee, all of the best 
quality, in a primitive hotel. 
Here was passed a delightful, dreamy 
day. The place is called Strawberry 
Valley. 
About two hundred persons 
were living here in tents and cabins, but 
they leave by the middle of October. 
Then the snows begin. Consumptives 
and asthmatics are here in considerable 
numbers, and when the snows fall they 
hasten to the valley, 3,500 feet lower. 
We made arrangements to go to the peak 
of Mt. San Jacinto, 11,100 feet high, ac­ 
companied by Warner, the guide. Bright 
and early we were up the following 
morning, and soon had our horses 
Í>acked for going up the trail, but alas 
or the propositions of m an! Our horseB 
began to buck and run around in a cir­ 
cle, and soon our well arranged packs 
were flying in all directions. 
Strange to 
say, this discouraging episode evoked 
expressions of unbounded mirth from all 
of the campers, who had {gathered to see 
our brilliant cavalcade depart on its ad­ 
venturous mission. I very much feared 
that convulsive laughter would cacs; 
a 
hemorrhage 
from 
the lungs of 
some of the valetudinarians who stood 
gapinfc on. How sad that would have 
been! We saw that our mistake was ip 
not asking to have saddle horses hitched 
to the buggy at San Jacinto. 
I would 
advise persons making the trip to insist 
on having saddle horses, and have sad­ 
dles put in the buggy to use when Straw­ 
berry Valley is reached, 
started by 8 o’clock. It is fifteen miles 
from Strawberry Valley to the peak. 
The first three miles is through rolling 
pine forests by a mountain stream. 
Then we began to climb, and for an hour 
we were going upward until we reached 
the Tauqwitz Valley, 7,500 feet high. 
Here agiin were thousands and thou­ 
sand of acres of pine forests, and rich 
lands well 
watered by never-failing 
m o u n t a i n springs. In the center of th iB 
v a l l e y there is a peat bog. The horses 
passed readily through it, but the burro 
on which, to my regret, I was mounted, 
absolutely refused to take a step in the 
y i e l d i n g , ' marshy, grass-covered bog. 
As I sat there whipping, coaxing and 
hallooing all to no purpose, I might well 
have been dubbed, like Don Quixote de 
la Mancha, the Knight of the Sorrowful 
Figure. By going a circuitous route I 
avoided the swamp, and we were soon 
climbing higher and higher; we went 
until we passed over a ridge and into 
another magnificent combination of for­ 
est and grassy plain called 
TAMARACK VALLEY. 
Here we are 9,000 feet above the level 
of the sea. As we passed through a 
beautiful meadow where the foot of man 
had scarcely trod, a deer ran before us 
and was soon hidden in the timber. 
Again, after abcut four miles ride, we 
began to climb ; as we crossed the last 
mountain stream at about 5 p. m. we 
filled our canteens and watered our 
horses. At 6 p . m . we reached a level 
plateau 10,300 feet above the level of 
the sea, and only 800 feet below the 
peak. Here we were to spend the night 
Soon we noticed the effect of the rarified 
air. As I assisted in getting logs tc- 
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climbed 
rapidly 
two 
or 
three 
flights 
of 
stairs. 
My 
heart beat 
at the rate of 108 per minute. Our guide 
was an intelligent young law student 
from Frankfort, Ind. Over two years ago 
he beg?n having hemorrhages of the 
lungs, and a year ago last April, while 
unable to sit up, was brought by a brave 
sister to Southern California. 
Tenderly 
and anxiously she cared for him in that 
long and tedious journey toward a for­ 
lorn hjpe. He improved from the time 
they reached California, and they soon 
came camping to Strawberry Valley, 
where he gained rapidly. In the autumn 
they went down to the town of San Jacin­ 
to. where the young man was able to 
clerk in the bank. When May came they 
again 
came 
to 
Strawberry 
Val­ 
ley, and the brave and independent 
young sister rented the hotel which she 
now manages in such a successful man­ 
ner, while the young man acts as guide 
for parties wishing to kill game or ex­ 
plore the mountains. Strange to say, 
his pulse was only GO per minute. He 
did not seem near as much distressed as 
my friend and I. Our evening meal was 
soon prepared, and never were fried 
bacon, potatoes and good bread, butter 
and tea more enjoyed. We unrolled our 
blankets and lay* down under an im 
men6e pinet reé. The novelty of the 
situation and the peculiar atmosphere 
prevented us from sleeping very soundly, 
and during the night we would from time 
to time be startled from our slumbers, 
but the intense stillness and the sight of 
the Pleiades that watched directly over 
our improvised bed would reassure us, 
and we would soon be dreaming of bears 
deer, mountains and bun os. 
At 4 o’clock in the morning we were 
up. After feeding our horses and eating 
a sandwich we started up the last peak. 
We reached the very top in time to wit­ 
ness the sun rise in his splendor from 
beyond the Colorado Desert that lay 
spread out before us in its stupendous 
barrenness. What is that dark, twisting 
object, about the size and apparently 
traveling at about the gait of a snail? It 
comes nearer, and we see that it is a 
freight train. The guide start's a boulder 
over the Eastern slope of the mountain, 
and we hear it bounding through the 
awful chasms below. From this peak 
the ocean can be plainly seen. But 
space will not permit me attempting a 
description of what we saw from this 
wondrous height. On the topmost rock 
is a fruit jar, with a cover carefully fitted 
with rubber, in which every visitor is ex­ 
pected to leave his card, with address 
and date of visit. The uame of Dr. Mc­ 
Lean, of Riverside, alone represented 
the medical profession, and I proudly put 
in miDe as the second in the list. 
Our trip back to Strawberry Valley was 
enlivened by a mountain thunder and 
hail storm, but the fir trees were like 
umbrellas, and protected us. 
This trip again revealed to me the 
wonderful variety of Southern California 
climate. If an altitude of 1400 feet is 
needed, it is to be found at the town and 
vicinity of San Jacinto; while at Straw­ 
berry Valley there is an atmosphere re­ 
dolent with the fragrance of pine forests, 
and an altitude of 5200 feet. At Tauq­ 
witz Valley are all these beautiful sur­ 
roundings and an altitude of 7500 feet, 
and at Tamarack Valley we have again 
the running streams, the beautiful mea­ 
dows, great trees, and an altitude of 9000 
feet. 
In all of these valleys the atmosphere 
is cool in mid-summer and there is an 
abundance of game. 
To the weary physician who desires 
for a few days to absent himself irom the 
busy hum of the world, I can heartily 
commend these mountain valleys for 
quiet, comfort and grandeur. 
Aside from the value of these elevated 
valleys as summer resorts, I believe they 
will become oven more sought after as 
winter resorts. 
The Alpine winter cure of pulmonary 
diseases is very popular in Great Britain 
and on the Continent. Thousands of 
consumptives flock to the Davos-Platz 
and Maloja Plateau in the Swiss Alps 
every winter. Immense and well ar­ 
ranged hotels have been constructed by 
rich companies, and wonderful results 
have been recorded. The following are 
the altitudes of the chief resorts:

Adding beauty and 
pictureeuueness to the scenery. Third. 
Protecting the valleys from winds. 
An 
average of about three feet of snow cov­ 
ers these valleys in winter. 
In another 
year they will be much more accessible, 
as an excellent road is now in coarse of 
construction, and I trust that soon capi­ 
talists will unite, as ir. Switzerland, and 
provide suitable winter accommodations 
for invalids.—[From the Southern Cali­ 
fornia Practitioner for September.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute Bronchitis. 


This Is an inflam m ation of th e Mncons Mem­ 
brane lin in g the B ronchial Tubes, an d is one of 
the must com m on of all the pulm onary dis­ 
eases. It ;s a dangerous disease, as it prevents 
tne oxygenation ol tb e blood, an d in m any 
cases, particularly alter it passes into th e 
chrouic stake, th e substance of th e lungs be 
com es seriously involved, giving rise to w ha 
Is very properly called Bronchial Consum ption 
In th e acute form there is a sense of tightness 
or pressure across th e chest, w ith considerable 
wheezing, severe cough and expectoration.

The patient in 
Borne cases is obliged to sit u p in bed, th e op­ 
pression across th e chest Ib so great, and th e 
skiu is clam m y and pro*tration rapidly sets in , 
and in fatal cases there will be m u tterin g de­ 
lirium , com a and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


C hronic B ronchitis is also an inflam m ation of 
the mucouB m em brane of bronchial tube*. B ut 
th is form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold settle* on the lungs the disease eith er 
ends in bronchitis or p n tu u o n ia . If Ir cuds in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in the 
chest, an d still the patient dees not feel en tire­ 
ly well. 
He fecis tired and languid, and íb in ­ 
capable of tak in g his usual am ount of exercise, 
aud experiences a shortness of breath, w ith 
m ore or less w arm th in th e palm s of his hands. 
8oon after th isu c o n g h appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of th ick m ucus, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss of flesh und strength, and 
night sw eats continue, when the patient as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having.n genuine 
casu of consum ption. B ut this is sim ply catarrh 
of the lung* or chronic bronchitis. 
In the latter stages of the disease the m ncons 
m em brane of the larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e sm aller tubes an d air cells of the 
lungs th e m ucous m em brane becomes con­ 
gested an d inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles iu th e lungs, bnt m erely a w asting 
aw ay of th e larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obstruction of th e bronchial 
tubes au d a ir cells of the lungs. The patien t 
dies from exhaustion and suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate th e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates in th e passage leading to th e lungs, 
w hich in some eases is sticky and sm all In 
a 
oan tlty , b u t m ore com m only copious of a 
ght straw or yellow ish green. 
Oftentim es 
streaks of blood m ake th eir appearance in the 
m ucus, and at tim es th ere 1b a disagreeable 
sm ell. 
Persons th u s afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es th e m ncus becomes 
clear and frothy, and it is not uncom m only th e 
case th a t th e p atien t dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(Ftom hum ere, to be m oist) Is so called from the 
profuse q u an tity of w atery secretions w hich 
com es I t- m th e air passages of the lungs. At 
tim es it becom es ropy like the w hite of an egg. 
T his form ol disease usually attacks old people. 


Dry Bronchitis. 


This disease, th e very opposite of th e above, 
? a very com m on afl'ectiou. Very m any peo­ 
ple w ho regard them selves as quite healthy are 
to-day u n d er its influence, and are slowly but 
surely becom ing th e victim s of this treacher­ 
ous com plaint.
